and means of helping the invalids. | 

The most essenti tial point to be remembered 
is to have absolute im in the patient’s room. 
Everyone will say, “Of course, we all know 
that much.” Perha so, but knowledge that 
is not utilised is of no account. The little 
trifles that go to the achievement of this most 
necessary quiet may be as easily overlooked 
by the best-intentioned as by the thoughtless 
and careless. 

A rattling. window in the sick-toom or a 
constantly banging door on an adjacent land- 
ing, perhaps scarcely noticed by a person in 
robust hea th, will cause untold misery to the 
invalid. Even quite small sounds penetrate 
in an amazing manner to the room devoid of 
the usual chat and animation. 

When the t asng ry is left for the night, see 
that the window, if ill-fitting, is plugged. An 
ordinary clothes-peg split in two will serve 
the purpose. Also see that all doors near are 
closed. A wind may spring up in the night 
and start one or other of them banging. A 
healthy sleeper may not hear this, but the 
light, broken sleep of an invalid will soon be 
disturbed. There is nothing more trying to 
the nerves of the strongest than to lie in bed 
listening to the constant banging of a door. 
The state of an invalid after such a night’s 
experience may be better imagined than de- 
scribed. 

If the patient happens to be the mother of a 
young family, let those in charge see that the 
youngsters are kept ont of the sick-room. 
Also they must not be allowed to play or make 
@ noise in its vicinity. If by amy chance a 
minor accident occurs, or a quarrel, causing 
sudden screams of temper or pain; let some- 
one hasten to the invalid and reassure her as 
to the triviality of the affair; for, until some- 
one does relieve her mind, her’ tortured 
imagination will probably be picturing one of 
the delinquents as dead, or at least maimed 
for life. The sooner this sort of anxiety is 
allayed the better. 

In many bedrooms the bell is placed by the 
fireplace. Why this is so remains a complete 


your patient is lying in one of these incon- 
venient bedrooms, see a loud hand-bell is _pro- 
vided. There is no more trying experience 
than to be ill in bed and to be out of reach 
of the bell. 

When the invalid has reached the con- 
valescent stage the meals question is of ut- 
most importance. Light; nourishing food is 
essential. In the middie of the morning an 
egg beaten up in milk, to which is added a 
spoonful of brandy, proves an excellent pick- 
me-up. The principal meal should be taken 
in the middle of the day, a light supper about 
seven, and finally a nightcap of hot milk and 
biscuits or, if preferred, a small plate of well- 
cooked porridge is very sustaining. ‘A little 
and often’’ is a good motto for the con- 
valescent. Fruit must also be included in the 
menu. If the patient is @ woman, and par- 
ticularly if she is the housewife, she is, more 
often than not, expected to think out her own 
meals. This should not be allowed. There is 
nothing more trying and tiring for an invalid 
than to have to do this. She will be teo 
weak probably to do more than order a cup of 
tea and leave it at that. 

On no account bring depressing news to the 
sick-room. Cheerfulness should be the key- 
note. A few visits from intimate friends have 
a very cheering effect, provided they are short 
and brief. 

Flowers must not be forgotten. They bring 
a breath of sweetness and beauty to the 
dullest room. The water they stand in must 
be constantly changed, and on no account 
must they be left in the bedroom at night. 

Finally, a word about the cleanliness and 
tidiness of the sick-room, See that as little 
dust as possible is raised when attending to 
both the fire- -grate and the floor ; also see that 
the window is clean. There is nothing more 
depressing than to lie all day gazing through 
a dirty window-pane. Tidiness plays a great 
ay in many patients’ comfort. “A place 

or everything and everything in its place ’’ 
is another good motto for the sick-room. -.The 
patient may be too weary to complain and 
will suffer in silence if things are not just as 
they should be. Jt is the little things that 
must be attended to if the patient’s recovery 
is to be helped and not retarded. B. M.

THE DIRECTORS REPORT. 

The Fé: Mr. Maurice Lembard, read 
the report of the directora for the year ending 
Slst December, 1923.

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

The Chairman, having réferred to the death 
of Mr. Waldron, aha eid been their chair- 
man for the last four and a half years, and 
to the appointment of Mr. Jt McCann as 
a director, said that he thought that the re- 
port might be considered as fairly satisfac- 
tory. e running of the business had en- 
tailed an outlay of about £342,000 in salaries 
and wages, : £34,577 in rates, of £11,847 


(gross 415,797) in wayleaves, and a very 
heavy iture on paving the track, 
although it was not worn at all by their cars. 

On the 24th August last the fares in some 
instances were reduced to ld, by order of the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce (Trans- 
port Department), and this rendered advis- 
able a similar reduction in the outlying dis- 
tricts not directly affected by the order. The 
result was a reduction of £11,000 in receipts 
for eighteen weeks to the end of the year, as 
com with the corresponding period of 
1922, although there wag an increase of 
3,189,035 passengers; and since the beginning 
of this year to date they had carried 1,183,592 
passengers more than for the corresponding 
period of last year, while their receipts 
showed a dectease of £2,907 These extra 
passengers entailed additional expense, conse- 
quent on the extra car service which had to 
be provided for them. This was rather a 
serious matter as regards the present year, 
and pointed to the necessity for a reduction 
of wages as well as economies in other direc- 
tions to counteract the loss. 


MANAGEMENT AND MEN. 

Although wages had been considerably re- 
duced by all employers in the city, they have 
only got 4s. per week off the war bonus on 
traffic men’s wages, as against 15s. per week 
on English tramways, the war bonus in each 
case being 43s. we week, and alterations in 
the conditions of working had nullified any 
advantage which they would have derived 
from the reduction of 4s. per week. The 
management was at present in negotiation 
with the men, and they hoped a reasonable 
agreement would be-reached.

The Board had been g the ques- 
tion of a "bus service in ou districts

CHANGE OF VENUE. 
— —-&— - 


AN INTERESTING POINT. 
Before the Lord Chief justice and Mr. Justice 
Samuels. 


Mr. A. Lynn (instructed by Mr. Proud) 
applied to set aside an order of the Court 
made on the ilth January last changing the 
venue of the trial of James O'Rourke from 
the County -Wicklow to the County of the 
City of Dublin. Counsel said that the prisoner 
was charged with a bank robbery while carry- 
ing arms in County Wicklow. On the 11th 
January an application was made exparte 
to the King’s ch Division for a change of 
venue to the County of the City of Dublin. 
The order was applied for on foot of Section 
12 of the Public Safety Act, 1923. The 
alleged robbery took place in May, 1922, and 
the Act of Parliament setting up a Dominion 
known as Saorstat Eireann was not in force 
until 6th December, 1922. The offence did 
not take place in Saorstat Eireann, but it 
might have taken place in that part of the 
United Kingdom called Ireland. He could not 
find anything in the Act which took place 
before the ist August, 1923, and he sub- 
mitted that the order changing the venue 
should be set aside, now that the Public 
Safety Act had expired. ' 

The Lord Chief Justice said that, a motion 
to change the venue could not be entertained 
after the date of the expiration of the Act on 
2nd inst., but it did not render nugatory or 
ineffective anything which was validly and 
legally done during the continuance of the 


| Act. In this case the venue had been legal! 


and properly changed, and the priconer could, 
therefore, he legally and properly tried in the 
venue of the County of the City of Dublin, 
notwithstanding that the Public Safety Act 
of 1923 had now expired. 

Mr. Justice Samuels concurred.

The Master of the Rolls gave judgment in 
favour of the defendants and against the 
plaintiffs in the case of Croker and others v. 
the Great Southern and Western Railway 
Company, in which the plaintifis, Andrew 
Croker, Edward Sheils and Terence Doyle, 
members of the Inchicore No. 1 Branch of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, neers in 
the locomotive department of the defendant 
company, sought a declaration that the pro- 
visions of Section 2 of Appendix “A” of 
Instruction No. 382 of the award of September 
19, 1921, or subsequent agreements in respect 
to a guaranteed week, governed the conditions 
of their service during the period from October 
16 to November 13, fo22, and that they were 
entitled to be paid for that period at the rate 
of the “standard week's wages”’ then exist- 


ing. 

The defendants alleged that the conditions 
of service were regulated by a memorandum 
of settlement dated February 17, 1922, made 
between representatives of the Irith railway 
companies and the A.S.L.E.F. and N.U.R., 
and they stated that owing to the disturbed 
condition of the country the ordinary working 
of the railway became impracticable, and by 
agreement the guaran week remained sus- 
pended during the period in question. They 
admitted that the plaintiffs were employed by 
them as stated, but denied that the conditions 
of service were regulated by Instruction No. 
382 or by the award mentioned. 

The Master of the Rolls delivered a lengthy 
judgment, in which he referred to the dis/oca- 
tion of the railways during the civil commo- 
tion that prevailed in the country, and pointed 
out that by agreement the guaranteed week 
was to remain suspended until the railway 
company was able to resume the ordinary 
working of their main line. In the events 
that had happened the defendant company was 
unable to resume the normal and ordinary work- 
ing of the line duping the period specified. 
On the construction of the documents in the 
case he did not think, he said, that the agree- 
ment for the, suspension of the agreed week 
had come to an end during the period; and 
the plaintiffs had failed to prove that they 
were entitled to the declaration sought. 

His Lordship accordingly made an order 
declaring that on the true construction of the 
documents to which he referred the plaintiffs 
were not entitled to receive more than they 
had been already paid during the riod 
between the 16th of October and the 13th of 
November, 1922. .

The Socialist Programme. 


The new Prime Minister of England un- 
folded his Government's programme in the 
House of Commons yesterday. He was 
cheerful, modest and persuasive—so per- 
suasive, indeed, that, as he spoke, 
Socialist theories assumed an air of the 
most demure conservatism, He began 
with an outline of his Government's pro- 
gramme in domestic affairs, which is, on 
paper, a quite enticing programme. Large 
sums are to be raised for public purposes, 
but so prudently, and with such im- 


' mediate prospect of national benefit, that 


the most nervous capitalist need not take 
alarm. Mr. Macdonald asked Parliament 
to believe that already hig Ministers had 
done a vast amount of successful -spade- 
work behind the scenes. He promises 
housing schemes which will furnish really 
cheap houses for the workers and will be 
supported by the trade unions, who 
methods hitherto have been the chief 
obstacle. Unemployment will be attacked 
with the only effective weapon—namely, 
the restoration of trade. The whole 
policy of unemployment insurance will 
be reformed, and 
gance by local authorities will be dis- 
couraged. Finally, the Prime Minister 
has a message of hope for the despairing 
community of farmers. The Government 
intends to help them with a policy which 
will lend the State’s credit to a system 
of co-operative enterprise. The develop- 
ment of this scheme, which we welcome 
heartily, will be followed with the utmost 
eagerness in the Free State. 

In foreign affairs the Prime Minister 
His Government has 
recognised the Russian Soviet, and 
outstanding difficulties will be sub- 
mitted forthwith to an Anglo-Russian 
Commission. The relations between Britain 
and France have taken, it seems, an 
almost astonishing turn for the better 
since Mr. Macdonald’s Government came 
into power. He says that within the next 
few days—unless “ something unforeseen ”’ 
happens—the two countries will have 
reached a “complete agreement ” on the 
problems of the Ruhr and of the British 
area at Cologne. M. Poincaré, in whom 
Mr. Baldwin and the Marquis Curzon 
found a dour antagonist, has been con- 
verted by Mr. Macdonald’s straightforward 
and frank diplomacy into the most genial 
of “opposite numbers.” Indeed, Mr. 
Macdonald hopes that before the year 
ends France and Britain will be working 
in whole-hearted co-operation for the 
settlement of Europe, and that their 
effort wil] include an unravelling of the 
present tangle of international war debts. 
When these tasks have been fulfilled the 
way will be clear for the tardy enthrone- 
ment of the League of Nations, Russia 
and Germany will join the League. No 
pressure will be put upon America, but 
her attitude of reserve will vanish when 
she finds that at last a moral purpose 
informs the polity of Europe. So, in his 
soaring mind, Mr. Macdonald dates the 
new birth of civilisation from the 12th 
February, 1924. 

There is much in the Prime Minister's 
speech that disarms criticism. He has 
met all parties in a spirit of candour and 
fair play. . Legacies from the late Govern- 
ment will be honoured, and, in particular, 
the resolutions of the Imperial and

Unfortunately, while his 
ideals are noble, his methods remain ex- 
ceedingly vague, and, until these are 
clarified and vindicated, we must continue 
to fear that he is inviting disillusionment. 
Mr. Macdonald thinks that he has 
}evolved a policy which will enlist 
Conservatives, Liberals and his own 
extremists in a common army. Such 
things happen only in fairy tales, and 
the fairy tale of which this lofty speech 
reminds us is “Little Red Riding 
Hood’’—with an assorted variety of 
wolves. The vigilance of the united Con- 
servative Party may. be required to save 
Mr. Macdonald from his own idealism. 


Control! of “Broadcasting.” | 


We print to-day copies of letters which 
havé passed between a number of repre- 
sentative musicians in the Free State and 
the Postmaster-General in regard to wire- 
less ‘‘ broadcasting.’’ The musicians express 
the fear that a “broadcasting ” station 
may not be established in Dublin, and 
that, even if it is established, it will be 
under a control that “ would not inspire 
confidenc®” In the desire, therefore, to 
make certain that the Free State shall 
have the same opportunities for ‘‘ broad- 
casting’’ its music and its arts as other 
countries, the musicians have enlisted the 
help of Mr. J. J. Walsh. His reply proves 
his sympathy with the musicians, He de- 
clares that any transmitting station in 
this country must be “ under Irish-Ireland 
control,” and evidently he has very little 
confidence. in those people who like to 
“listen in' to London and Paris. If people 
become accustomed to hearing British and 
French programmes, says Mr. Walsh, they 
will not want to listen to Irish programmes 
when a native station is established ; and 
for that reason, apparently, he was 
against the issuing of licences until the 
Irish station was in full swing. We cannot 
quite follow the Postmaster-General in 
this matter. Why should holders of wire- 
less sets prefer to listen to concerts in 
London or Paris if they can hear equally 
good programmes from Dublin? There is 
the rub. “ Broadcasting ” is an expensive 
business, and Mr. Walsh must know per- 
fectly well that the Free State could not 


| possibly afford to provide such programmes 


as those which are being enjoyed every 
night by listeners to the big stations in 
London and Paris. We have no objection 
to an Irish station. On the contrary, we 
believe that it would be an excellent thing, 
chiefly because it would give people in 
England and other countries a chance of 
hearing Irish talent. The great merit of 
“broadcasting ” is that it brings the people 
of one nation into close contact with those 
of another. If it is used merely for local 
propaganda, the whole point of it, to our 
minds, is lost. We can sympathise with 
Mr. Walsh’s desire to provide all-Irish 
programmes; but all-Irish programmes 
after a certain length of time would 
become as tiresome as all-Welsh or all- 
Portuguese programmes. The beauty of 
the London programmes is the fact that 
they ure international. There is no 
attempt to tie subscribers down to this 
school of music or to that. We can hear 
Wagner or Gilbert and Sullivan, Bizet or 
Puccini, Coleridge Taylor or ‘Dvorak, and 
Irish “ listeners-in ” are getting an oppor- 
tunity for the first time in their lives of 
hearing at first-hand the best talent that 
the world can produce. It would be a 
thousand pities to parochialise “ broad- 
casting’ in this island, and, while we 
agree that Irish music and Irish culture 
should occupy a prominent place in our 
programmes, we should be very sorry 
to think that all other music and all 
other “culture” should be taboo. The 
least suspicion of propaganda would 
kill an Irish “broadcasting” station 
within a month. The public wants 
good programmes, and it wants them 
varied, If it cannot get what it wants 
in the Free State, it will turn naturally 
to other stations and “Irish-Ireland”’ 
“broadcasting” will waste its sweetness 
on the desert air.

British Trade. 


Sir William Clare Léees,. who has been 
President of the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce for two years, devoted his vale- 
dictory address to an interesting survey 
of the state of trade. The general tendency 
during 1923 was favourable, but the cotton 
trade was an unfortunate exception. 
Exports of cotton-piece goods were only 59 
per cent. of those in 1913, while prices 
showed a reduction of only 4 per cent. as 
compared with those which prevailed in 
1922. This branch of trade is unbalanced 
throughout the whole world. A steady 
improvement has taken place in the coal 
trade, and the iron and steel ‘trade has 
made considerable progress. The produc- 
tion of steel was three-quarters of a million 
tons in excess of that for 1913; the volume 
of exports of iron and steel has reached 87 
per cent, of the 1913 volume, and the 
average price has fallen to 158 per cent. of 
the pre-war price. Sir William Clare 
Lees denied that Britain had failed to 
maintain her relative position in world 
Tariffs in the United States had 
not affected British imports to that 
country very seriously, and the trade out- 
look as regards India was hopeful. He 
attributed the slowness of trade’s recovery 
to the existing discrepancy between cereal 
prices and those of manufactured goods. 
The price of wheat is 27.8 per cent. above 
that of 1913, while the price of machinery 
has risen by 110.8 per cent. A new per- 
manent standard is necessary and a new 
equilibrium. Sir William said that the 
Labour Government’s efforts to improve 
trade would have the sincere support 
of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
and he insisted that the key to the solu- 
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creased production. Industrial magnates 
could do much by applying every process 


evitable. Moreover, unless the marimum 
amount of work was done, British industry 
must fail to resist foreign competition.

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The 19th century was the styleless century. 
Gothic churches, Romanesque | Renais- 
sance theatres, and Arabesque town halls were 
built together in a jumble; furniture and 
domestic decoration were stuffy and drab; 
dress fashions were monstros Ancient 
the careless 
rapture of finished craftsmanship were care- 
fully copied, set to machined production— 
and spoilt. Ruskin and Morris stormed 
against this anarchy in art. By the end of 
the century they had converted the educated 
classes to their standards of taste; but only 
now are art and machinery being reconciled. 

Literature, unaffected by material discovery, 
achieved noble things in.the same years that 
the material arts seemed to have perished. 
It was not, then, the Victorian spirit that 
was at fault. It was simply that invention 
was outstripping the patient and studious 
ways of art. Factory sm rushed up to 
pollute the sky; shoddy cloth and wall- 
papers raced from the machines. Art must 
meditate. Its works are the culmination of 
experience, To-day the experiments of the 
transitional age are yielding a style proper to 
the new materials, new methods, pew needs. 


"Fitness for purpose ’’—which is, after all, 
the principle of classic art—is the rule by 
which the errors of the Victorian age are 
being corrected. In the last century 
machines carved or stamped the woodwork of 
our houses with mouldings full of tangled 
grooves, unsightly dust-traps. To-day grace- 
tul bevellings replace these, pleasing the eye 
and lessening .labour. The year-book of the 
Design and Industries’ Association for 1923- 
24° brings together photographs of the latest 
achievements in artistic production, and 
proves that what is fittest for use is generally 
the most pleasing to the eye. It might al- 
most be said that to save labour is to save 
ugliness. 

Here is furniture designed by men like 
Hamilton Smith, Henry Sellers, Peter Waals 
and Gordon Russell. The lines are severe, 
and there are no dirt-traps. Use controls 
form Decoration comes, not from ornament, 
but from outline, colour, texture.| The result 
is something informed by classic grace. Church 
furniture is treated successfully by the new 
metheds. Consider the Dean's chair at West- 
minster Abbey. Here the complex and tawdry 
ornament of sham Gothic has yielded place 
to the beauty of line and colour; inlaid 
heraldic designs give vividness.

Commercial architecture was hideous in the 
dark ages of the nineteen-hundreds, when the 
catch-as-catch-can school of economics taught 
that utility could not be concerned with such 
luxuries as comeliness. To-day, however, 
architecture is asserting itself. Buildings like 
W. H. Smith’s. at Newcastle, Scott’s fine 
warehouses at Cathcart, and Bryce and 
Weston’s new factory at Londonderry, are 
worthy of the dignity of commerce and jn- 
dustry. With great frames of windows, built to 
handsome lines, though devoid of mere orna- 
ment, they are pleasing piles, exciting the 
admiration, and yet no more expensive to 
their builders than the ugly, unscientific boxes 
of bricks and glass of an earlier generation. 

The wireless station at Berne has archi- 
tectural grace that is actually enhanced by 
the harmonising steel masts; but John Bull 
seems to think that eyesores in brick. are 
good enough for wireless workers, 

Pottery is. recovering beauty in the new 
courageous freedom. The Mooreraft table- 
ware and the coloured Poole work are free 
from the senseless corrugations which jn- 
creased labour instead of beauty. The best 
letter-headings and commercial tickets, as 
many examples show, are more effective 
for being restrained. Simplicity gives 
effectiveness in the dressing of shops. 

Modern vehicles were ugly in their early 
forms. Carriages have now been built for 
the underground railway which are pleasing 
to the eye, although their plainness and flat- 
ness of surface, which give grace of colour 
end outline, are utilitarian in origin, being 
intended to avoid dirt. A contrast between 
the pre-war and the modern motor omnibus 
shows how true utility has refined away con- 
fusion of shape and produced an artistic form. 
The new motor boats,! built for speed, have 
followed the pattern of the fish, showing that 
nature and design, seeking the same ends, 
evolve the same beauty,

Even in the matter of costume, the new 
century shows signs of retum to beauty. 
The medern riding dress and sports costume, 
and still more, ladies’ ski-ing and flyin 
apparel, are cited as displaying grace impose 
by fitness. A group in which the first lady 
golf champion at Pau appears, shows us the 
spots and stripes and comfortless bows and 
billows which made the Victorians grotesque. 
A group of niodern golfers in the attire de- 
signed by the 20th century sense of fitness 
is Grecian by contrast. 

Before the industrial revolution, the works 
of man—houses and vehicles and raiment— 
enhanced the charm of nature. To-day we 
seek solitude and declare that for a place to 
be built over is for it to be spoilt. If new 
artistic tendencies continue, however, we may 
live to see the works of man graceful once 
again. It is a pity that Ireland, which has 
unspoilt opportunities, has not yet waked up 
to the 20th century.

Possibly, the responsibilities of office are 
beginning to receive appreciation in the 
minds of those who have hitherto exper 
enced the freedom, not to say licence, oí 
opposition. 


The Premier's Speech. 


The Prime Minister duly made his ex- 
pected great speech to-day, but it was not 
quite the great speech expected. He was 
good in parts, but vague as to his actual 
proposals, and inclined to be much too 
noisy. Platitudes were not unexpected, 
but they do not cease to be platitudes even 
if they are emphasised by a strident voice 
and repeated thumps on the despatch box. 
His best passage was one near the opening 
of his speech, when he pleaded that the 
advent of a Labour Administration should 
coincide with a “ new spirit in politics.”’ 
If the Prime Minister can only infuse 
that into his followers, as well as his oppv- 
nents, he may accomplish much. |

This decided change of attitude. per- 
haps, owes something to the repeated 
representations of Mr Macdonald's predeces- 
sors. and it may be that France finds the 
advent of a Labour Party to office in England 
a suitable occasion to abandon something of 
her uncompromising attitude.

ARMY DEBTS. 


Replying to Mr. Davin, Mr. Mulcahy, 
Minister for Defence, said that as regards 
claims for motor hire incurred by officers 
and men, and for goods supplied to barracks, 
those claims for 1921 could not be met out 
of Army funds, No decision had yet been 


arrived at as to the extent, if any, to which 


such claims could be admitted against any 
public funds. In those circumstances there 
could be no advantage in giving details of 
claims of this kind. . 

As regards claims against the! Army 
accruing from the early part of 1922, the 
number was 18,644, and the total claims 
amounted to £245,000. Arrangements had 
been made which made it possible for him to 
state (1) that motor. hirage glaims 
would be practically. cleared off by 
the Sist of. March next; (2) that a 
large number of commandeered motor 
vehicles claims, although presenting abnormal 
difficulties in settlement, would be dealt with 
by the end of this financial year ; and (3) that 
in the case of goods supplied to the Army 
by tvaders, every such arrear account in 
which the bona fides of the claim can be 


definitely determined, will be settled by the. 


Slst March next. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 
MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 


The Minister for Finance moved the first 
reading of the Old Age Pensions Bill, 1924, 
and said that the object was to give effect to 
the reductions which he announced in Novem- 
ber last. That reduction had not yet been 
made. Since the question was first discussed 
in the Dail nothing had occurred which in 
any way altered the point of view he held 
as to the necessity for reducing the amount 
of expenditure on this particular service. 

Some people were inclined to think that 
because of the success of the Loan there was 
less need of economy than previously. They 
still had to horrow, and if they failed to 
carry out promises of economy made before 
the Loan was issued, it would be very diffi- 
cult, indeed, to carry through .a second Joan. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that he would 
ask the House whether the bill should be 
printed. He did not know whether one per 
cent of the money that was obtained in re- 
sponse to the appeal for the Loan could -be 
said to have been paid in as a consequence of 
the Minister’s promise to take 10 per cent. 
off the pensions of the aged poor. The case 
made at the time, such as it was, was. based 
on the cost of living and the purchasing power 
of the pension. He did not think that the 
criticism of that statement had been met, and 
he did not think that the case for a reduc- 
tion of the pension could be sustained. ~ 

There were very grave doubts in the coun- 


try as to the wisdom of this proposal Quite 


apart from the question of sympathy or the 
matter of good government, but, merely as a 
matter of tactics, and as a matter of good 
politics, if was considered to be a very false 
move when discussions were taking’ place re- 
garding the unity of Ireland,. that they could 
not hold out to people who weré aged, or 
those who were likely to get aged within a 
few years, on the Northern side of the border, 
that it would be a good thing ‘for’ them to 
unite with the Free State when the immediate 
prospect was a cut of 10 per cent. in the old 
age pensions. He asked the House not to 
agree to the first reading of the bill.

The Minister of Finance, after introducing 
the bill, had fulfilled his bond to the whole 
country—to every person who had a 
single peuny. in the banks on deposit 
receipt, to every person who had 
invested in.the loan, and to every person 
who.would be-invited at a later date to 
contribute something towards the running of 
the State, and. keep it out of the pawn of any 
other country. 

Mr, Johnson—Is that a promise to keep it 
out of pawn! : 

President Cosgrave—Yes; we have always 
kept it out of pawn, and I have never heard 
allegations made that we allowed it get into 
pawn. 

A Deputy—If you do, you will be kicked 

out, 
President Cosgrave, continuing, said they 
had been told that they had not adopted the 
recommendations of mmissions, but his 
experience of Commissions, which was con- 
siaerable, was that every Commission had not 
got’ before it the difficulties of the Minister 
of. Finance. Every Commission set up was 
concerned with pes É one subject, but the 
Minister had to solve everything in relation to 
the one problem. His first concern was, and 
44 gh be, to maintain a position of honour 
and integrity among the other States in the 
world. He would like to know if Deputy 
Lyons would subscribe to improving the rest 
of bis body at the. expense of his head. 
({Laughter.) He did not think that the deputy 
could afford to take anything off ‘the top. 

Mr. Lyons—If I had a greater length of 
hair on top and had it remoVed I think it 
would. look better. (Laughter.) 

President‘ Cosgrave, proceeding, said there 
was no more popular subject the mind could 
address itself to than the needs, requirements 


| and comforts of the nation’s aged people. 


They were as much. concerned there with 
those things as anybody else, but they wanted 
to know where else were they going to get 
£400,000. The-question was whether or not 
they could affgrd to pay. It was little use to 
say they should continue old age pensions, 
and that they should continue to pay this 
money and that money. Supposing they did 
it for this year, and next year, and then found 
that in the following year they had not a 
single penny .to give the nensioners, what 
would be the case then? They would’ be 
faced with. bankruptcy, and would be unable 
to run any. of the services of the State. 

Their first duty was to maintain the State. 
They suffered in this’ country not much 
more than was being suffered in other 
countries as a result of the war. Other 
countries were bearing their sufferings and 
responding to the troubled times by making 
better efforts than they were, and it was their 
duty to make a better effort and to see that 
the State would function and discharge its 
obligations. 

- On a division the first reading of the bill 
was carried by 46 to 15. The second stage 
of the bill was ordered for next Tuesday. 


EX-R.1.C. MEN. 


The Minister ‘for Finance moved that the 
Dail approve of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
(Resigned, and Dismissed) Pension Order made 
on aen 10 last. He referred to the 
promises made by the old Sinn Fein leaders, 
and later by the late Genera! Collins, to those 
who resigned or were dismissed from the 
R.1.C, because of their national sympathies, 
and said.that if the conditions of the country 
were the same as then the provision made for 
those men might ‘he different in some of its 
détails. .The Order gave to the men covered 
by it their actual period of service up to 
March 31, 1922, with 12 years added. 

One of the conditions attached to the Order 
was that’no pension was payable where a 
man refused a position in the public service 
which, in the opinion of the Minister for 
Home Affairs. was Suitable for him. They 
did’ not want to: have a large number of 
able-bodied young men drawing pensions from 
the State, in whose service they might still 
be suitably employed.. The pensions would be 
retrospective to the date of the passing of the 
Act, August 8, 1923, 

Mr. Davin (Labour) moved, as an amend- 
ment, that’ the Order be referred back “for 
further consideration. He did so because the 
promises made to the men who gave up posi- 
tions at £4 or £5 a week had not been ful- 
filled. He strongly objected to the regula- 
tion that gave the Minister power to refuse 
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Keep Influenza away 


Mr. Johnson (Labour) objected to the 
contention that they would have to trust the 
Ministers im everything. He wondered at 
the necessity for orders and regulations if 


that were to be the rule. He asserted that 
the Order was far from carrying out the 
undertaking given to the men, and that they 
were not being treated as generously as if 
they had remained in the force. 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that 
his state of mind in regard to the Order was 
something more than acquiescence. - He - be- 
lieved that the Order was doing substantial 
justice to tho five or six hundred men whom 
it affected, and that these men were par- 
ticularly fortunate citizens of the State. It 
was not possible after a period like the last 
four or five years to adjust the equities to a 
nicety, and to say that this man or that man | 
had sacrificed so much or so little, and that 
ae RIBHNNNÓSA should be measured accord- 
ingly. 

Mr. Gorey said that it was a question of 
the honour of the Government in keeping, or 
not keeping, the promise made by Ministers 
when they were directing the Sinn Fein 
organisation to those men, when they called 
wpon them to give up their employment. He 
knew that members of the Civic Guard would 
be glad to have those disbanded or resigned 
men now in their ranks, and that would be 
the right way of providing “suitable’’ em- 
ployment for them. 

Mr. Baxter also supported the amendment, 
and on a division the amendment was de- 
feated by 40 votes to 24, and the resolution 


was passed.

BONUS FOR. EMIGRANTS. 
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CANADA'S NEW POLICY, 

Important concessions to British and ‘Irish 
settlers are announced in connection with the 
development in the British steamship service 
to Canada, 

Under. the new immigration policy of the 
Canadfan Government all third-class pas- 
sengers of British: and Irish nationality, who 
are bona fide emigrants will receive a cash 
bonus of fifteen dollars per adult and 7} 
dollars: per child paying half fare. This is 
equal to, roughly, 20 per cent, of the ocean 
fare. 

in the case of emigrants proceeding to 
¢ther Dominions, whose passage money has 
been: loaned by the Overseas Settlement 
scheme, a deduction of’ £3 will be made in 
the amount repayable by: them. 

The new ‘scheme, which. operates . between 
March and November 1, applies only. to 
British and. Irish third-class emigrants. The 
benefits ef this scheme, will “not apply to 
tdurist «passengers returning to Canada after 
an absence of “less than two years, alien 
passengers travelling« to Canada via the 
United. States (excepting . Portland, . Maine), 
and passengers who . have been rejected by 
the Canadian immigration authorities. This 
bonus will undoubtedly stimulate the move-

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IVEAGH TRUST. 


SUCCESSFUL © PHILANTHROPIC 
UNDERTAKING. 


The twenty-first annual report for the year 
ending 31st December, 1923, was issued yestér- 
day. 

The Trust was founded by Sir E. C. Guinness 
(the Earl of Iveagh) in April, 1890, with a 
sift of £50,000, under the title of the Guinness 


obtained powers to acquire Bull alley area, and 
to erect buildings on it, at his own expense, 
the eventual control and management of the 
property being vested by Act of Parliament 
in the Trustees of the Guinness Trust. 

The capital of the Trust now.amounts to 
£282 187 18s. 6d., including the sum of £50,000 
mentioned above; £157,435, the value of the 
Bull alley area land and. buildings vested in 
the Trustees in 1903-1915, and £74,752 18s. 6d., 
net: income from rents, investments, etc., 
1890-1923. 

The surplus income for the year, after mak- 
ing a contribution of £2,038 10s. 4d. to the 
depreciation fund and. £1,500 to the con- 
tingency fund, amounted to £4,671 2s. 1d., 
which has been added to capital. 

The demand for accommodation in Iveagh 
House continues to be most satisfactory. 
There are in all 508 beds, and the average 
number of lodgers in 1923 was 606.69 per 
night; the percentage of actual to possible 
lettings was 99.74. Lodgings can be obtained 
by single men for one night or for a longer 
period. 

The Iveagh Play Centre contains eleven class 
rooms and three large halls for drill and 
entertainments, ete.; also rooms for the lady 
superintendent and: teachers and caretaker’s 
quarters, with cloak-rooms, lavatories, etc. 
It is open five evenings and one morning each 
week, except during holidays, for children 
between the ages of ó and 14. The children 
are. taught dancing, singing, basket-making, 
‘mat-weaving; all kinds of needlework, draw- 
ing, painting, etc.; and the total attendances 
for 1923 were 175,571 on 227 days—an average 
of 773.44 per day.” In order that the buildin 
may be utilised as fully as -possible, Lo 
Iveagh has endowed it with a gift of £10,000. 

The number of. attendances at the public 
baths in Bride road (exclusive of the. com- 

titors and spectators at the galas) were 
7.719. There are 18 private baths for mén, 
9 for women, and a swimming pond 65 feet in 
length and 30 feet in width. - 
The tenement buildings belonging to the 
Trust afford accommodation for families, 
and they continue to Jet well. The average 
weekly rent per room, inclusive of rates, and 
covering chimney sweeping and the use of 
Venetian blinds, is now under 2s. 63d. 

The municipal rates _ son all the build- 
ings of the Trust for 1923, though rather less 
than in the previous year, amiounted to £2,6 
14s. lid., as compared. with £1,419 9s. 7d. in 
1917, an incréase of over 80 cent.
